This announcement precludes’ th 
possibility of the Rock Island extend- 
ing its lincs from El! Paso to the Pa- 
cific Coast. The plan would enable the 
Harriman and Santa Fé interests to 
continue in absolute contro! of the 
western and southwestern situation 
from the Mississippi to the Coast. 

The Moores have been credited with 
holding $25,000,000 worth of Rock Island 
stock, which is said to have cost them 
on an avernge of $135. According to 
the rumor of the sale, they are cred- 
ited with having realized between 
$8,000,000 and $10,009,000 on their pur- 
chase.

Quick regarding the arrival at 
Cargadores of prisoners who, while on 
the march across the island ate roots 
and parts of plants, and refused to as- 
sist the marines by giving them similar 
. He reported the facts to Maj. 
Waller, who was lying on a cot, and 
who ord Lieut. Day to take the 
prisoners and have them shot. 
The witness said that Maj. Waller 
was not excited, and had personally 
ordered that the men should be shot. 
Capt. Marix of the Marine Corps, rep- 
resenting Maj. Waller, objected to the 
testimony of Dr. Loveridge as to the 
sanity of Maj. Walier at the’ time, 
claiming that the fitness for duty was 
a matter for the defense only. He con- 
ceded that Maj. Waller gave the orders 
while in his right senses.

ONLY TEXAS BEATS US. 
CALIFORNIA'S HONEY OUTPUT. 
IBY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 

WASHINGTON, March 21.—The 
Census Bureau today issued a com- 
plete report showing that on June 1, 
1900, there were 707,261 bee farms in the 
nation. These farms exported 4,109,626 
swarms or colonies, valued at $10,186,- 
513 averaging a little lees than six 
swarms to each farm reported. 

The twelfth is the first to 
report the number and value of bees 
or the number of farms reporting 
them. During the year 1899 there were 
produced 61,196,160 pounds of honey, 
and 1,765,315 pounds’of wax, of an ag- 
Bregate value of $6,664,904, or $9.42 for 
farms reporting. Of this value 35 per 
cent. is from the North Central, 12 
per cent. from the Atlantic and 15 
per cent. from the South Atlantic, 23 
per cent. from the Pe no Central, 14 
per cent. from the Western States and 
.l per cent. from Hawaii. 

Of those reporting honey, Texas 
reports the largest quantity, 4,780,204 
pounds. California reports the second 
largest quantity, 3,667,788 pounds, New 
York the third largest, 3,342,497. The 
counties showing the heaviest produc- 
tion are Fresno, San Diego and Tu- 
lare, of California and Tompkins, 
Cayuga and Seneca of New York.

It 
appears that for some reason (not 
etated in the dispatches) this union 
fs in disfavor with the Building 
Trades Council, and that the latter has 
placed a boycott against the union, to 
compel it to withdraw from the coun- 
cil Members of other unions which 
are affliated with the Building Trades 
Council have refused, in obedience to 
‘the boycott, to work with members of 
‘Carpenters’ Union No. 483, and have 
@emanded of contractors and build- 
ers that they refuse employment to 
the boycotted unionites. 

The members of Carpenters’ Union 
‘No. 483, it is clear enough, are en- 
‘titled to no inordinate sympathy be- 
cauge of the predicament in which 
they find themselves through the nat- 
ural operation of the “principles” 
‘which they are supposed to hold, in 
common with the other unionites who 
sve boycotted them. They are sim- 
ply having a little experience in the 
mot altogether pleasant exercise of 
taking their own medicine in rather 
liberal doses; medicine which they 
have often, no doubt, helped to ad- 
minister to others, ~ith more or less 
of glee and eclat. 

As regards the merits of this par- 
ticular case, the applicants for the 
benefits of “government by injunc- 
tion” undoubtedly. have justice on 
their side. It is hardly necessary to 
point out the fact that the Building 
Trades Council has no right, legal or 
moral, to deprive the members of 
the boycotted union of the means of 
livelihood—nor to deprive them of any 
honorable employment in which they 
may see fit to engage. Neither have 
the members of the Building Trades 

Council, nor of any of the affiliated 
wnions, a right to aeprive men who 
are not members of their organizations 
of employment, nor to interfere in 
any manner with the free exercise of 
the rights of American citizenship. 
Yet that is precisely what the mem- 
bers of these banded unions claim 
the right to do, and what they are 
doing wherever they can gain a foot- 
hold strong enough to, dominate the 
labor situation, in flagrant defiance 
of law and justice. : 

If the experience throuch which Car- 
penters’ Union No. 483, of San Fran- 
cisco, is passing, shall serve to open 
the eyes of its members to the mon- 
trous iniquity of union principles and 
practices in matters of this kind, the

AILROADS AND RIGHTS OF WAY. 


An important decision was ren- 
dered a few weeks ago by the Supreme 


Court of California. It is a decision 
of special interest to rallroad com- 


panies and land owners. Section 14 


of article 1 of the State Constitution 
provides that where a party seeking 
condemnation of land is a corpora- 
tion, not municipal, no right of way 
shall be appropriated “until full com- 
pensation therefor be first made .in 
money, or ascertained and paid into 
court, for the owner, irrespective of 
any benefit from any improvement 


proposed by such corporation.” Act- 


ing under this provision of the Con- 


stitution, the courts of California have 
hitherto refused to take into con-. 
sideration the benefits derived by land 


owners from the construction of rail- 
roads through or adjacent to their 
property. Now comes the Supreme 


Court of California and upsets this 


view of such cases. The decision was 
rendered on the 26th of February, in 
an appeal from the Superior Court of 
Los Angeles county, W._F. Fitzgerald 


judge, the case being that of Philo J. 


Beveridge, plaintiff and respondent, 
ve. Mary A. Lewis, defendant and ap- 
pellant. It was an action for con- 


demnation of land. The decision of 


the court, in brief, is as follows: 


“In an action to condemn land for 
a right of way for a railway it is not 
error for the court to instruct the 


tion; nor is it error for tne 
to tell the jury that they might

ANUFACTURING IN GREATER 
LOS ANGELES. 

Several weeks ago The Times com- 
mented upon statistics of manufactur- 
ing in Los Angeles, as disclosed in a 
report of the United States Census 
Bureau, of which a synopsis only had 
been received. The complete report 
relating to manufactures in California 
has since come to hand. 

It has always been a difficult mat- 
ter to obtain reliable and comprehen- 
sive information for publication re- 
garding the manufacturing industries 
of Los Angeles. In the first place, 
it takes a large amount of time and 
labor to secure such facts and figures, 
even in a city of this size. Then, 
again, many of the manufacturers, for 
various reasons, are disinclined to fur- 
nish detailed information regarding 
their enterprises. The census report 
referred to is probably not entirely 
complete, but it is the most compre- 
hensive report of the kind that has yet 
been issued. As mentioned previously, 
the total value of manufactured prod- 
ucts in the State of California, during 
the census year, amounted to $302,- 
874,761. Of th's, Los Angeles pro- 
duced $21,297,507, or about 7 per cent. 
of the total, which is certainly an ex- 
cellent showing when we consider 
how short a period has elapsed since 
manufacturing in this city assumed 
any degree of importance. The value 
of manufactured products in Sacra- 
mento was $11,785,621 and in Oakiand 
$9,174,257. Los Angeles showed an in- 
crease for the decade of 115.3 per cent., 
Sacramento, 13.1 per cent, Oakland, 0.7 
per cent. and San Francisco a decrease 
of 1.9 per cent. 

The detailed riatements show that 
there were in Los Angeles 1415 manu- 
facturing establishments, employing 
S004 wage earners. More than a hun- 
dred different industries are repre 
sented in the list. The most impor- 
tant of these, including all which 
show a greater annual value of prod- 
uct than §200,000, are as follows. 
The first column shows the industry, 
the second the number of establish- 
ments, and the third the annual 
value of the product:

SOME TECHNICAL OBJECTIONS

Finance Committee of theCo uncil Go- 
ing Over the Report of the Board of 
Education Very Circumspectly—Pres- 
ent Bonded Indebtedness of the City. 


Serious questions of finance must be 
@ettied by the Council in the next few 
weeks. Bond issues of great impor- 
tance to the municipality are pending, 
Upon the manner in which the pre'im- 
‘Inafy ordinances are framed may de- 
‘pend the authorization or defeat of the 
bonds at the polis. Citizens wil! scan 
attentively the details of the measures 
which propose to increase the bonded 
indebtedness of the city. Full well they 
know that the increased taxation will 
not Be for a day or for a week, but 
for a term of forty years. 

With a realization of the responsi- 
bilities which are incurred the Finance 
Committee yesterday buckled down to 
the task. Heretofore the problems pre- 
sented in connection with the proposed 
bond issue have received only super- 
ficial consideration, but last night 
Chairman Allen stated that it is his 
purpose to inquire very fully into all 
the phases of the question. 

Imperative is the demand for an issue 
of school bonds. Many half-day 
schools and hundreds of children 
crowded out of the public seats of 
learning testify to this. There is a 

eral demand for a new  Ilibrary 

Iding that will suitably house the 
70,000 volumes belonging to the city. Al- 
-most two-thirds of the territory in the 
city limits is inaccessible to the present 
outfall sewer, and the residents of 
these districts are clamoring for a new 
sewerage system. Bridges are needed 
to replace those which have outlived 
their usefulness. Many maintain that 
the city should control its own lighting 
system. For all these purposes bonds 
must be voted. 

But before any bonds, other than 
sewer bonds, can be issued, the charter 
provision limiting the indebtedness of 
the | must pass under the searcn- 
light of the State Supreme Court.

provement, $25,500; refunding, $243,750; 
fire department, $138,750; bridge, $21,275; 
park, $9259: tunnel, $148,100; water- 
works, $2,000,000. 

Subtracting from the total of $3,284,- 
925 the $2,000,000 water bonds, and the 
$408,800 other sewer and water bonds 
that come within the charter exception, 
and the total bonded indebtedness of 
the city, exclusive of those items, is 
This would leave a leeway for 
the issuance of school, library and 
other similar bonds in the amount of 
$1,023,875. 

As the proposed issues stand at pres- 
ent they exceed this sum. The Board 
of Education bas asked for $48,000 for 
common schools and $200,000 for a poly- 
technic High School. Directors of the 
public library say that a suitable 
structure can not be erected for less 
than $350,000. These two items alone,

LINTON JAILED 
ON FORGERY CHARGE. 


CASHED CHECKS PAYABLE TO IN- 
DUSTRIAL HOME. 


Ladies in Charge of the Institution 
Deny That He Had Atthority to Col- 
lect Money, Much Less Indorse Their 
Checks Given Him. 


Dewitt Clinton, who has been making 
collections from merchants for the 
Stimson-Lafayette Industria! Home, 
and who claimed to have a contract 
which gave him authority to make such 
collections, is a prisoner tn the City 
Jali, charged with forgery. The Chief 
of Police says that charges of obtaining 
money by false pretenses will also be 
preferred against him, and that other 
charges of forgery may be made. His 
arrest was the culmination of a rather 
stormy conference between Clinton and 
several of the ladies interested in the 
home, held yesterday in the office of 
the Chief of Police. 

When, at the request of the school 
authorities, the public was warned not 
to contribute money to Clinton, and 
after the police had been asked to 
look out for him, he appeared at the 
Police Station Thursday and aseerted 
that he was protected by a contract on- 
tered into by the ladies of the home, 
which gave him authority to make col- 
lections for that institution. He was 
not then asked to display his contract. 
When the ladies learned what excuse 
he gave, a party of them called on 
Chief Elton to refute his statements 
and to insist that the man be prevented 
from making further collections, Clin- 
ton was sent for and beth sides had 
an opportunity of making a statement 
to Chief Elton. Among the tadies 
present were Mrs. Augusta Hine_ presi- 
dent of the school; Miss Hine, the 
financial secretary: Mrs. A. F. Bradiey 
of the board of directors, and others. 
The statement made by the ladies 
was wholly different from Clinton's. It 
was to the effect that they had made 
arrangements for him to publish the 


a statement which the ladies say is 
false. From that firm he received $5, 
and their name headed the lfst. In or- 
der to make the amount appear larger 
and thus possibly induce others to 
make larger contributions, Clinton 
placed the figure 1 before the 5 and 
made Hawley, King & Co.'s contribu- 
tion appear to be $15. Then he took 
the list to the merchants of the city 
and secured from many of them 
amounts ranging from $2 to $20 each, 
or nearly $490 in all. - Not one cent of 
this has been turned in to the school; 
in fact, the managers of the institu- 
tlon have never received any money 
from him, they say. 

Several of the merchants gave him 
their contributions in checks made pay- 
able to the Stimson-Lafayette Indus- 
trial School, and it was the cashing of 
one of these checks which has brought 
Clinton to a cell in the jail. One of 
the checks was made out hy John E. 
Marble for $5, and Clinton is alitged to 
have presefited this to Cleveland & 
Hadrick, confectioners at No. 330 West 
Second street. where he secured the 
eash, having first endorsed the check, 
“Stimson-Lafayette Industrial Schwol, 
by W. D. Clinton. manager report 
fund."e This was forgery. 

From merchants whom the fakir 
asked to contribute, the Chief of Police 


Tlearned that Clinton said nothing about 


any advertising. but represented that 
he was collecting money for the school, 
and this will probably be made the 
basis for one or more complaints cf 
obtaining money by false pret:nsss. 
The Chief says there are a number of 
other checks which the man forg 
and these, too, will be used in his pros- 
ecution. 

It appears that the management of 
the school is not entirely faultless in 
this case. They were warned by Rec- 
retary Zeehandelaar of the Merchants 
and Manufacturers’ Association net to 
make any deal with -Clinton to share 
the profits of an advertising scheme. 
It is another instance of the old per- 
centage graft, by which a fakir is 
turned loose to. prey on the business 
community, some charitable concern 
lending Ite name. Merchants should 
always Insist on seeing an indorserment 
from the Merchants’ and Manufactur- 
ers’ Association before subscribing to 


anything of the sort.

STRUGGLES OF ARTIST BORGLUM 
IN ORANGE COUNTY. 


o-—— 


Friend While Trying to 
Paint the Great Horse Silkwood and 
Was Encouraged to Follow Out His 
Chosen Career. 


SANTA ANA, March 21.—World’s 
Work for March has an interesting ar- 
ticle on the life and work of Solon 
H. Borglum, a young artist, who lived 
in Santa Ana not many-years ago, 
while he was struggling for a start in 
lis life's work. Young Borglum has 
now made a mark, his work having 
been passed upon by the greatest art- 
fats in Paris. He is in New York, 
earning fame and money. When the 
young man came to Santa Ana from 
Los Angeles to paint a picture of Silk- 
wood, the horse pride of Orange county, 
he did not have money enough to buy 
a square meal. His one. desire was 
to paint horses In their wild and nat- 
ural state, and as Mr. Willits had a 
large number of very fine animals, 
the young man thought he had found 
the place where he could accomplish 


what he had so long wished. At the 


Piaza ranch, the home of Silkwood, 
the attention of Mrs. Willits was at- 
tracted as the young man went about 
his work, and she noticed that he did 
not stop for a noon meal. Upon in- 
quiry she ascertained that the reason 
he did not eat was because he had no 
lunch, and no money to buy any, and 
she became interested in him. She 
heard his story, and after taking him 
into the ranch house and giving him 
@ hearty meal, told him to 
courage; that there would be some'way 
for him yet to make his mark in the 
world as an artist. From that 
Solon Borglum had a friend in the 
person of Mrs. ‘Willits, who was a 
friend, indeed. During the next three 
months he made his home at the Plaza 
ranch, and made repeated efforts to 
paint several of Mr. Willits’s horses in 
their wild and natural state, but did 
not succeed. Several ‘times he was 
about to give up trying to become an 
artist, but Mrs. Willits encouraged him

and he tried again. Not succeeding 
with the horses, he tried portrait 
He painted a picture of Mr. 
Willits and the little daughter of Mrs. 
Willits, and placed them in a drug 
store window in Santa Ana, but they 
were s0 severely criticized that the 
young artist became discouraged, and 
took the picture away. He then con- 
cluded to @et [nto a larger city, and 
through Mrs. Willits and several] other 
friends succeeded in getting enough 
money to go to Cincinnati, where he 
became associated with an artist of 
local note. From that time on his 
work began to be appreciated, until 
now he is numbered among America's 
great sculptors and artists. Young 
Borgium has a brother, who resides 
near Pasadena.

| LECTRIC RAILWAYS 


IN VENTURA COUNTY. 


LINES PROJECTED TO COST OVER 
MILLION DOLLARS. 


One Route from Kern City to the Sea, 


and Construction to Be Begun in 
Sespe Canyon Soon—Great Things 
for Ventura. 


CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
VENTURA, March 21.—The Board of 
-Syupervisors has sold two electric rail- 
way franchises to John Burson and 
others. There was practically no oppo- 
sition to the bidding. With these two 
fraichises the territory to. ,becovered 
is from Ventura to Santa Paula, and 
from there to the boundary line of this 
and Kern counties. The road will run 
up Sespe Cafion. 
Construction work will be com- 
menced within three weeks in the Sespe 
Cafion. Ground will be broken for a 
powerhouse and the water power will 
be developed. Burson and FRussell have 
put up a $1500 bond that work will be 
begun within sixty days. They paid 
J. F. Mcintyre $1000 for his developed 
water right in the Sespe. 

H. M. Russell is the California and 
Arizona representative of the Douglas- 
Lacey Company, bankers and brokers 
of New York. The enterprise is io be 
capitalized through this source. 

The Supervisors of Kern county wil! 
be petitioned for a right-of-way over 
the territory in that county. Burson 
and Russel will also petition the City 
Council of Ventura for a franchise 
from the eastern limits of the city to 
the wharf. This enterprise will aid 
greatly in the advancement of the 
county. All good things come at once. 
This comes on the same day that the 
Schiappa Pietra rancho is sold for over 
$1,000,000 to an English syndicate. Over 
$1,000,000 will be expended on this road. 
The estimated cost of the railway is an 
average of $15,000 a mile. 

The same people recently purchased 
from Burson ol! property, being or- 
ganized under the name of the Ventura 
Censolidated Oil Company. They sub- 
sequently developed it, and now have 
producing wells of low-gravity oll, 
which they desire to get to market. In 
Sespe Cafion are many producing wells. 
Then there are the Sespe brownstone 
quarries of the best building stock, 
used extensively in Los Angeles. 

To the people of Kern county this 
road will be of great benefit. as it wil! 
give the oll people an outlet to the 
sea for.their product, and during the 
summer time they can reach the beach 
within a few hours. 

The power will be derived from the 
Sespe River, where a great volume of 
water goee to waste. With this the 
engines will be driven. 

With thie road, which is to be com- 
pleted within the next two years, this 
city should grow rapidly. The big im- 
provements to be made on the &chi- 
appa Pietra rancho will greatly aid in 
this direction. Ventura needs a modern 
bath-house and a tourist hotel.

WATER DEVELOPMENT. 
SAN DIMAS, March 21.—A meeting 

of the stockholders of the San Dimas 
Irrigation Company was held to au- 
theorize the directorate to undertake 
important improvements, if found nec- 
essary. The development rights in the 
old Mud Springs Cienega, are _ owned 
jointly by this company and the 
Cienega Water Company, and the 
Plants are owned by the first company 
and operated under an agreement.
